That the backbone is the key to health will lo the uninlormed appear not only unprobablc but ridic­ 
ulous. 
I he contention may be raised that the backbone, being nothing but a bony column of the skeleton, 
then what possible bearing or relationship can it have to an ulcer in the stomach, inactive bowels, a con­ 
gestion in the liver, a weak heait, poor circulation of the blood, or rjiy other organic troubles too num­ 
erous to mention! 
At the first proposal of such an idea it admittedly sounds unconvincing.

Furthermore, the backbone is made up of twenty-six separate and distinct bones, all separated from 
each other by discs or cushions of a springy, gristly mass called cartilage for the purpose of offsetting 
or absorbing the shocks or jars described in the preceding paragraph. 
This 
arrangement explains how 
the rpinc is built up of a series of real joints in order to give 
the backbone suppleness and flexibility. 
This method of construction, otherwise a splendid one. produces however the “weak spot in the armor. 
Simply because a joint, especially one of very limited motion such as is the case in those of the backbone, 
is physically unable to withstand unusually severe shocks and strains. 
When a joint gives way, the 
consequence is in vaned degree a subluxation or wrong alignment of the bones that enter into the 
formation of the joint.

Abo, the backbone encloses and harbors the spinal cord and affords a means of exit for the spinal 
nerves. 
The spinal cord, a long, cylindrical structure made up of the same matter as that of the brain 
and having the same coverings, originates in thedower back portion of the brain, then penetrating the 
center and top of the spinal column, continues on all the way down the backbone.

The spinal cord be­

PLAGUE IN HOG 


UP. CARP IS 


Outline of What Disease Is 
and How to Fight It 
Is Given 


Several hog ra ise rs have had out­ 
breaks during th e spring and sum m er 
of w hat w as often term ed the “Flu,’’ 
but in all probability w as hem orrhagic 
septicem ia. 
T his disease is caused by 
a definite organism and is m ore often 
know n as sw ine 
plague, 
stockyard 
fever, fowl cholera, etc. 
T here have 
been no reported cases of this trouble 
in th is county 
except 
as 
affecting 
hogs. 
As the nam e indicates, the disease 
Is a septicem ia, or poisoning 
of 
the 
blood, and th erefore, w hen it appears 
in an acute form , often runs a short 
course and th e anim al dies quickly. 
It is often atten d ed by a high m ortal 
ity, although w hen it appears in a 
chronic form , very few deaths may 
result. 
W ith th e chronic form the 
anim als show a, general unthriftiness 
and fail to m ake proper gains. W hile 
th e organism s affecting different types 
of livestock a re alm ost Identical, a f­ 
fected sheep or h o rs m ay run in a 
field w ith cattle, eat and drink from 
th e sam e receptacles aud not infect 
th e cattle or vice versa. 
T he Sym ptonfa 
T he sym ptom s 
of 
th e 
disease in 
hogs are very sim ilar to those in hog 
cholera. 
In acu te sw ine plague the 
disease usually occurs cs a form of 
pneum onia in w hich 
the 
lungs are 
seriously affected. 
T his is accom pan­ 
ied by labored resp iratio n and a dry 
/ spasm odic cough, aud quite often by a 
discharge from th e nostrils. 
T he di­ 
gestive organs also a re usually affect­ 
ed. 
The anim al then becom es very 
th in and usually dies in from one to 
tw o weeks. Som etim es the acute form 
changes 
into 
a 
chronic 
condition. 
w hen acu te sym ptom s 
subside 
but 
th e cough continues for som e tim e. A 
chronic inflam m ation of the joints may 
also develop. 
T he affected p arts 
of 
the 
lungs 
som etim es becom e healed over 
and 
the anim als m ay even be fattened in 
spite of the condition of the respiratory 
organs. 
The various p a rts

body may be so affected as to m ake 
diagnosis difficult. 
Most of the in­

W hen the w ord flashed over Eng­ 
land on November ll , 191S, that the 
arm istice had been signed, there was

This is a declaration of Rev. A. C 
; Dixon, tor eight years pastor of the 
Spurgeon Baptist church in London. 
Rev. Dixon was in lo n d o n throughout 
the war.

‘ from his experiences were detailed by 
him last evening to tho Men's Broth- 
j erhood of the First Baptist church of 
* Santa Ana. 
The meeting of the Men's B rother­ 
hood preceded the lecture given last 
evning at the 
United 
Presbyterian 
church by Dr. Dixon on "The Tem pta­ 
tion of C h ris t” 
A 
large 
audience 
heard the noted divine’s address at 
the United Presbyterian church. 
The 
lecture was the second of a series *of 
six lectures on the life of Christ, one 
to be given each Tuesday evening by 
Dr Dixon. 
The address at the meeting of the 
Men’s Brotherhood 
of 
the 
Baptist 
ch u rrh was presided over by the new- 
prosi.lent. \v . D. Lockett. 
The speak­ 
er was introduced by Rev. IVavies, pas­ 
tor o; the <--hun h. 
“Armistice Day in 
London' was Dr. Dixon’s subject. 
Air Raids Terrible 
“V * were told by military men that 
the air ra ils on London were more 
terrible than bom bardm ents 
at 
the ■ 
front " said Dr Dixon. 
"The killing 
of women and children and the w reck­ 
age of buildings helped to make them 
more terrible than the bom bardm ents 
at the front 
Bombs dropped 
from 
two milen up would 
sometimes 
go 
through seven stories of a building 
b°fore exploding. 
In one raid alone 
over Sot* houses w ere destroyed.” Dr. 
Dixon hirnpolf had narrow escapes. 
A 
buss he was to take was blown up. 
Ten people were killed in front of his 
hotel. 
"You people over here will never 
know' how near we came to starva­ 
tion.'' said he. 
"Those English people 
w'ould have absolutely died of starva­ 
tion without a w him per if thev could 
have given thereby any aid to the men 
at the front, 
"Those air raids always rara*1 on 
clear moonlight nights, and I cannot 
today see a bright moon without the 
shadow of apprehension falling upon 
me. 
‘‘Our tabernacle was 
one 
of 
the 
safest buildings in Lindon, and when 
a signal of an air raid was given, the 
building was quickly packed. Ofteu at 
those limes m eetings were conducted 
from 8 o'clock until 2:30 o’clock tile 
next morning, w hile the air raids were 
on. 
General Spirit of Prayer 
•There came to London a sense of 
God such as it had never had before. 
Men who had never believed in re ­ 
ligion confessed Christ. 
There was a 
general spirit of prayer, a general faith 
that God would bring victory. 
When 
the first German raid on Paris was 
stopped, 
Lorn 
Roberts 
turned 
to 
Kitchener and said, 
‘Only Almighty 
God could have done it.’ 
General Al 
lenby and his officers prayed for an 
hour and a half asking God not to al­ 
low the enemy to blow up the sacred 
buildings of Jerusalem , and following 
those prayers th e attack was made 
and Jerusalem was taken without a 
snot 
A colonel told me that every 
man in his regiment 
is 
firmly con­ 
vinced that s^me power higher than 
theirs helped win the Battle of the 
Marne 
• When the news of the 
armistice 
* was received, there w*as an outburst 
'o f thanksgiving. 
We held a thanks

A fte rs 
few days, there was some dissipation, 
gone Into deliberately, but at first the 
armistice brought forth only the im­ 
pulse of thanksgiving, giving the cred­ 
it to God for the victory."
